Shon and Sports at 
Palmer Beach 

Winchester bad perhaps its best 
Fourth of July Kiddies' Party Mon- 
day afternoon with an estimated 
15ti(l youngsters from all over town 
participating in a varied program 
of events at Palmer Beach. 

Despite the sweltering heat 
virtually all the boys and girls ap- 
peared at the town hall at 1 o'clock 
in some sort of costume, many elab- 
orately and cleverly decked out, to 
participate in the parade to Palmer 
Beach. 

Impetus was undoubtedly lent the 
afternoon festivities by the antics 
of 15 Legionnaires, made up as 
clowns, who spent a couple of hours 
during the late forenoon riding 
around town in the Gustin jeep, ad- 
vertising the afternoon program.

This year's Fourth of July party 
for the children of the town was 
certainly the best in recent years, 
and also attracted the largest at- 
tendance. Baseti on previous atten- 
dance figures the committee of vet- 
erans in charge of the celebration 
prepared to take care of one thous- 
and kiddies, this being an outside 
figure. Few believed there would be 
more than seven or eight hundred 
present, particularly in view of the 
terrific heat. That there were the 
fifteen hundred estimated by the 
professional entertainers is attest- 
ed by the fact that tickets entitling 
the holder to rides and refresh- 
ments were all given out early in 
the afternoon, with many more ap- 
plicants. Surely no one would want 
to deny any kiddie ice cream or 
tonic on a day such as the Fourth 
turned out to be. The Legionnaires 
had to decide a question of exceed- 
ing their appropriation or disap- 
pointing the kids. They chose to 
give the kids their ice cream and 
appeared before the Selectmen 
Monday evening for additional 
funds. They were a little surprised 
that the Board seemed not too 
happy over the deficit, which am- 
ounted to $50. The Vets' feeling 
seemed to be that in view of Un- 
acknowledged excellence of the July 
4th Party the Selectmen ought to be 
glad to take care of the extra ex- 
pense involved. Yet, in fairness to 
the Selectmen, it should be under- 
stood that exceeding appropriat- 
ions voted by the town is serious 
business that can be even more 
serious in view of provisions of the 
law covering such expenditures. Of 
course the veterans would not come 
tinder the provisions of the law. 
not being town officers, but the 
only way in which the Selectmen 
could immediately authorize the 
appropriation necessary to cover 
the over-expenditure on the Fourth 
would be to meet the bill themselves 
as individuals. As town officers they 
must go to the Finance Committee 
and ask for the $60. involved as a 
transfer from the reserve fund as 
an emergency measure. The money 
will be found, of course, and the 
bill paid. The veterans did a fine 



Editor of the Star: 

It has never been a habit of mine 
to write letters to the newspapers, 
and when I tell you that I am re- 
plying now to a letter which you 
published on May 20th, you will 
see that I haven't easily yielded to 
the impulse to have my say this 
time. However, here is a subject on 
which I feel very deeply, and I 
think my experience has given me 
facts to support my feeling. 

I am referring to the matter of 
socialized medicine, and in particu- 
lar to Mrs, Chase's letter. 

I had better begin by saying that 
my situation is, in some ways, not 
very different from Mrs. Chase's. 
That is, I am not wealthy. I have 
been for years a widow and depend- 
ent on my own efforts to get me 
most of the things I need. It could 
easily happen to me, some day, to 
need surgery which I could not pay 
for at once. And I should be just as 
unhappy and embarrassed as she 
was to ask my doctor to wait indef- 
initely for his pay. Rut I should feel 
it my duty to bear my own unhap- 
piness and embarrassment for the 
sake of having a free medical pro- 
fession; and 1 think 1 know enough 
of doctors to be sure that almost 
any of them would rather wait in- 
definitely for pay from a private 
individual than take his pay, more 
promptly, perhaps, from the gov- 
eminent, since that would mean, 
practically, that the government 
owned him and his business, and his 
patients too, for that matter. 

I worked for the government for 
five years in Washington during 
the war and immediately following 
the war. I almost invariably had 
wonderful people for my immediate 
supervisors, conscientious people, 
hard-working people. And yet, in 
spite of the efforts of the conscien- 
tious people around me, I saw ev- 
idences of shocking delay, crippling 
to the war effort, and unavoidable 
for anything that I or the little 
people around me could do. The 
business was too big, too clumsy, 
too messed up with red tape, for us 
to handle well; and the people high- 
er up, who should have had it in 
their power to simplify things. 
Sometimes they did send in "ex- 
pediters;" and I have never seen 
that done where confusion was not 
immediately worse confounded and 
the work wasn't still further slow- 
ed down. 

After 1 had been for some time 
in Washington, some of the "car- 
eer" Civil Service people used to 
talk to me quite frankly at times, 
and it would shock you to know 
what a cynical bunch they are. 
(Doubtless there are exceptions: 
but the exceptions are mostly the 
ones I didn't meet.) In general they 
are very disillusioned with their 
jobs. Many of them will tell you 
that they seriously doubt whether 
the work they do in peace time is 
really essential work. Quite often 
they will point to some other sec- 
tion adjoining theirs and admit that 
its work almost duplicates their 
own. (Method of keeping more 
people employed and giving the 
higher-up supervisors more subor- 
dinates and more salary.) A great 
many of these men and women 
wen Id get out of their present jobs 
except that they have lost the cour- 
age to try anything new. After 
years of government "security" 
they have come to feel that they 
must have security at all costs. 
Some of them realize that the costs 
are high. I should hate to have the 
doctor, on whom I have to depend 
for medical advice, forced to join 
this bunch of disgruntled people. 

Also, I happen to have knowledge 
which applies more directly to the 
: medical profession. I married into 



the Navy a good many years ago; 
and one of the first things I learned 
was that, though, theoretically, a 
Naval man and his family had free 
medical care, that man and his fam- 
ily thought a long time before a- 
vailing themselves of what was off- 
ered. For the conditions under 
which Naval doctors worked were 
not calculated to bring the best men 
into the service. There would be oc- 
casional brilliant exceptions. You 
had to be on the lookout for those. 
And it was especially true that a 
very new doctor sometimes delib- 
erately went into the Navy for a 
short while for the sake of having 
an immediate practice and an im- 
mediate salary that he could live on. 

In the service, you see, a man is 
really penalized for being conscien- 
tious and able. Such a man gets 
practically all the work there is, 
and the lazy and incompetent chap 
beside him, whom nobody will call 
for, if he can help it, will get the 
same pay and the same benefits 
with almost no exertion at all. 

During the earlier days of the 
war, I was recommended to a young 
Washington dentist, supposed to be 
one of the best in the city. Like 
every person of middle age or past, 
I had already had a good deal of 
experience with dentists. I had 
come to be a pretty good judge of 
ilentists. This man was good. He 
was taken into the Navy very soon 
after I met him and was out of 
Washington for two or three years. 
After the war ended, he came back 
and I went to him again. 

I found him very unenthusiastic 
about the conditions under which 
the Navy's dentists have to work. 
He was good, as 1 said; and he was 
almost worked to death. He had to 
learn to be quick whether he was 
Very fussy or not. Also he was 
forced to use supplies furnished by | 
the Navy; and often the treatment 
he gave the men was what he knew 
to he obsolete in the best dental 1 
practice. He told of treating men 
for a mouth disease which caused 
them much trouble, treating them 
with something which he knew was 1 
going to give only temporary relief. 
He would fool with this useless 
stuff for awhile; and then when he 
got the chance, buy, with his own 
money, the medicines he knew j 
would cure. Then miracles would ! 
happen. Men were suddenly all 
right after years of discomfort. 
And whatever could have caused it ? 
The doctor, having used unorthodox 
treatment, according to old-fashion- 
ed Navy regulations, would usually 
let them marvel. 

I found, when he came back, that 
he was not quite so good a dentist 
as before. He was quicker than he 
had been, in a nervous way; but he 
no longer had time for checking 
and the nice finishing touches you 
had bad as a matter of course be- 
fore his Navy experience. And I 
think that much of his satisfaction 
in his work had been spoiled. I only 
hope that after some years of pea- 
ce, he has got it back. 

I knew « great deal about j 
a young doctor w ho was stationed I 
at a Naval base not far from Wash - I 
ington. He was a really brilliant | 
chap, had got some form of fellow- 
ship from the Mayos, for when he 
could get out of the service, after 
the war. He was a very popular and 
a very hard-worked doctor on that 
base. Naturally a great many I 
young officers and their wives were | 
stationed there. The girls were new I 
to marriage, and to the service, and I 
to free medicine. A good many of i 
them probably had hardly enough 
to do; and they made the doctor's 
life miserable. They called him up 
or called him in on every possible 
occasion; and after the new babies 
came to the station, it was worse 
than ever. They called him if a child 
slept too long, or not long enough, 
if he was too quiet, or too lively. 
The poor young man finally claimed 
that be hated all pregnant women 
and all babies. 

On the same base there was an j 
older Naval doctor, an officer much 
higher in the rank than the young 
man, taking much higher pay and 
having higher privileges. He had 1 
hardly any work, even in these war i 
days. A woman on the station told 
me she wouldn't have the Captain 
in to treat a sick cat. He was sim- j 
ply no good. Well, he was a Captain. 



and nice to meet socially. 

I dare say I have used too much 
space, now; and yet I have hardly 
touched the subject, even as I know 
it myself. I will just say that, as I 
see it, the only possible way to have 
a Federal government that is effic- 
iently run is to keep matters hand- 
led by the Federal government just 
as few and as uncomplicated as pos- 
sible. The Army and Navy, doubt- 
less, have to be run by Federal gov- 
ernment; and they must have their 
own medical corps. As long as the 
doctors in the service have to let 
their work compare with that of 
doctors in private practice, not even 
the medical work in the services is 
going to be wholly bad. But with 
all doctors working for the govern- 
ment and hampered by the red tape 
that would inevitably develop. That 
is a situation which is completely 
horrifying to me, and the word is 
not too strong. There are no words 
to tell how violently opposed I am 
to the whole idea. 

It seems to me that some people 
in our country are now trying to 
buy "security" at the price of free- 
dom. The unwillingness to accept 
responsibility, even for your own 
health and welfare, seems to me a 
dangerously infantile attitude.

The new method of so-called

covered with earth as soon as it is 
deposited in the dump. Under the 
old system inflamable rubbish was 
burned at the dump, and the fire- 
men, at least, are all for the old 
fashioned way of disposing with 
such material.

Writing for 30 years as a report- 
er I seldom if ever pay any attent-

She seems I 
to think Palmer Street means the 
beach when it is Palmer Street 
Playground, and her job is to take 
qare of the beach, if she can, and 
inind her own business, which is 
not looking for trouble or trying to j 
find fault with any citizen or tax- 
payer who can see something 
wrong at this playground. 

It is not the first time this young 
woman has written about what I ' 
had to say, and while 1 never try | 
to offend any one, when I write in 
so far as town departments are 
concerned I do not want a reply 
from any employee who has no 
authority to speak for the depart- 
ment. From the tone of her letter 
residents of the town who do not 
visit the beach would get an idea 
that she and her assistants were 
taking care of Revere Beach when 
the fact is half the time they have 
nothing to do, but chase each other 
in the sand. 

When I visit Palmer Street play- 
ground or any other place where 
the town pays for supervision and 
1 do not find things satisfactory, 
Miss Murray and the citizens of 
the town will read about it again.

"Ricky", the raccoon, always at- 
tracts plenty of curiosity anil ad- 
miration from hoys in the New 
England camps visited by the Hay- 
den ''amp Tours, conducted by the 
Boston Museum of Science. He is 
one of the several live, wild animals 
traveling in the two nature vans 
along with educational aids and col- 
lecting equipment, and four trained 
Leaders who give each camp a day 
of fascinating nature study. Scenes 
like this will he repeated in 70 non- 
profit camps this summer foi the 
benefit of over 10,000 youngsters. 

Winchester Rov Scouts will he 
visited today at Camp Fellsland in 
Ameshury, and with "Ricky", the 
raccoon, will see a skunk, 22 snakes, 
a great horned owl, a crow, two ; 
large snapping turtles, two black 
widow spiders and a (riant bullfrog. 

This is the third year that such 
a cavalcade has set out from the 
Museum to take an exciting day of 
nature study to 10,000 youngsters 
through the irenerousity of the 
Charles Hay den Memorial Found- 
ation, which sponsors the Tours. 
Norman I). Harris, Director of Edu- 
cation at the Museum, supervises 

the summer program, while Four 
trained nature leaders, two to a 
van. make the camp circuit. 

The Camp Tour animals are pets, 
with "Pesky." the crow, delighting 
his audience by hiding a penny, un- 
tieing a shoelace and taking the 

renter of the Stage with all the 

arrogance of the confirmed show 
off, The raccoon takes milk from a 
baby's bottle or rides on shoulders, 
and "Chanel No. 6," a skunk of 
Course, is placid in a hoy's arms. 
"Solo," the flying squirrel performs 
in his running wheel, anil "Myrtle" 
the turtle may oblige by producing 
a hatch of round white eggs, like 
ping pong halls. 

There are other things in the van 
worth seeing. The "Whoo'-s Whoo" 
electrical hird hoard attracts a line 
of customers, and specimens and 
models prompt eajrer questions. At 
camp lunch a souvenir folder con- 
taining a nature quiz and compact 
information that makes good rest 
hour reading is distributed. The 
Museum's vertebrate census is also 
announced, and bovs arc asked to 
help by hunting for birds, mam- 
mals, reptiles, amphibians and fish 
during the afternoon and bringing 
in their catches. 

Before supper, leaders identify 
specimens brought in from the ' 
afternoon's explorations. From the 
educational aids in the van, boys 
can learn how to identify mammals' 
skulls by studying the tooth struct- 
ure and also get training in accu- 
rate observation. 

The evening demonstration be- 
fore the whole camp is the high 
point of the day. Results of the ver- 
tebrate census are announced and 
prises of sets of colored hird cards 
awarded those who collected the 
most unusual animals. A nature 
quiz uses mounted specimens, skulls 
and large cut-out silhouettes to 1 
make questions interesting and ; 
visual. Winners are given lavge 
colored bird charts. Top attraction 
is the demonstration of all the New 
England snakes except the timber 
rattler and the copperhead, and of . 
the black widow spider, only deadly- 
spider in the world. 

Aside from opening boys eyes to 
nature around them, the Tours 
stress substituting accurate inform- 
ation for superstitions often res- 
ponsible for timidity in the face of 
wild life. Nor are the Tours one 
day affairs, quicklv forgotten. 
Tour leaders discuss the camp 
nature program with camp direct- 
ors and counselors, make suggest- 
ions, and leave identification keys 
for camps which have no nature 
libraries.

, Shortly after six the storm broke, 
with intense lightning and heavy 
' thunder. The rain came down hard 
i for a short while but did not con- 
tinue long enough to do much real 
good. The storm circled around the 
town returning about ten when 
there was another shower. 

Several trees were brought down 
by the storm, one falling on a 
transformer near McLatchy's on

Constant study of this problem of 
how polio is spread is being carried 
and some pieces of the puzzle 
Several 



complications and mortality of 
many of the commoner diseases 
such as measles, whooping cough, 
pneumonia and rheumatic fever, 
we find poliomyelitis far behind. 

Again, when we consider the ef- 
fects of polio, many people think 
that it always cripples the person 
it attacks. On the contrary, thou- 
sands of people each year may have 
it in such a mild form that it is 
never recognized, and of those cases 
that are definitely diagnosed as po- 
lio, between 40 and til) percent will 
recover completely or almost com- 
pletely without any visible evidence 
of paralysis. Another 25 to 30 per- 
cent will recover with only a mild 
degree of paralysis and live pretty 
much as they had planned to do. 
Only 1"> to 25 percent will be left 
more or less severely handicapped, 
but surgery, rehabilitation and 
special appliances can do wonders 
for them. Finally, about eight per- 
cent may die if it reaches the brain. , 

This is in no way meant to min- 
imize the seriousness of the disease 
but, instead, to maintain our re- ' 
spect for it in its proper perspec- 
tive. Certainly it is a serious disease 
and recovery is a long, expensive 
process in most cases. 

How do you get polio? There is 1 
no definite answer to this question.

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MR. CULLEN DISCUSSES 
HARVESTING 



Cheyenne County, Neb. 

July 12, 1949 

Editor of the Star; 

We arrived in the Town of 
Sydney. Nebraska, about 9:30 
Tuesday, July 12. and drove to the 
Buick Service Station for a few 
repairs. 

We found this a thriving western 
city full of combine outfits Wait- 
ing to start the harvesting for the 
local wheat growers. Because of 
poor crops south of Nebraska they 
are here about 10 days ahead of 
schedule. The local crop isn't quite 
ready. 

I talked with a Mr. Robert Briley 
of Abeline. Texas, who has two 
combines which he runs with an out- 
fit of eight men including himself 
(he also works). Mr. Briley is 42 and 
has his wife and two children along 
with him. He drives a Buick and 
has a house trailer along;. 

Today he told me his outfit is 
finishing up a harvest in Colorado 
and will then move on to Wyoming. 
His men get $1.50 an hour when 
working and feed themselves al- 
though he provides a cook-house 
and trailer for them. When working, 
these combines can each harvest 
the crop from <i0 to 65 acres a day. 
getting $3.00 an acre at the lowest 
and .10c pei bushel for all over 20 
bushels per acre. Mr. Briley says 
that amounts to about $4.00 an acre 
around here. 

This big money is the reason for 
providing: a cook shack since about 
two hours would be necessary for 
a trip to town each meal. 

A local wheat grower, Mr. Ger- 
maine. who is on a semi-retired 
basis looking after some of the 
town property, says that his land 
consisting of 28 sections of 160 acres 
each is now cared for by his three 
sons and two hired men and that 
they have 22 acres of it sowed to 
wheat with an expected yield of 
30 bushels to the acre. 

What stirs most local residents 
is the fact that an oil well has come 
in locally and a boom is starting. 
Mr. Briley has leased his oil rights 
on 2800 acres at .50c an acre per 
year and he says it is worth $250 an 
acre. Originally he came here 28 
years ago and bought a quarter sec- 
tion ItiO acres on which he borrow- 
ed. Now he owns his farm free 
and clear and has had many in- 
quiries to sell. He doesn't want to, 
but says he knows a woman who 
sold a quarter section of $10,000, 
plus one-half the oil rights. He has 
never paid over $70.00 an acre at 
the most for it.

In our first two articles, we told 
the importance of the Merit Badge 
Counselor and the need for volunte- 
ers for this duty in the Winchester 
District, as well as outlining the 
steps for a Scout's advancement to 
Eagle. In this, our third of this ser- 
ies, we continue with more specific 
information. 

Last week we pointed out that a 
First Class Scout could apply for 
rank as Star Scout when he had 
earned any five Merit Badges of 
his own choosing, but that a boy 
who heeded the advice of his 
leaders would intersperse his re- 
quired badges for future advan- 
cement with those that he chose 
entirely for the fun and adven- 
ture to be found. We also pointed 
out that a Second Class Scout 
could earn certain Merit Badges, 
and that these badges included 
four of those which are later re- 
quired for advancement to Life and 
Eagle Scout, First Aid, Personal 
Health, Safety, and Pathfinding. 

A Second Class Scout has a 
choice of forty-six Merit Badges 
which he may study. They are:

From this list, a Second Class 
Scout is allowed to earn any five 
badges of his own choosing. In ad- 
dition he may earn Aeronautics, 
Aerodynamics, Airplane Design, 
Airplane Structure, and First Aid. 
This gives him a maximum of ten 
Merit Badges which he may earn 
as a Second Class Scout. If he fol- 
lows the advice of his leaders, earn- 
ing First Aid, Personal Health, 
Safety, and Pathfinding at this ear- 
ly stage, he will still have a chance 
to select two badges for fun and 
adventure from this list, and may 
pursue four aviation subjects as 
well if his interests are so inclined. 
His winning his First Class rank 
then puts him well on his way to 
the higher steps with very little 
immediate effort demanded.

The nine of us left Winchester 
center at 7:10 on Monday. When 
we got in Boston we took the bus 
to South Station and from there 
we were escorted to the train by a 
representative of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford.

Wednesday we started out to (lay 
Head, some bluffs at the highest 
end of the island. The trip up was 
beautiful and we weren't even wor- 
ried when Mary Cullen had a blow- 
out. The view was lovely at Gay 
Head and we were fascinated by the 
Indians making multicolored pot- 
tery and the rusty red bluffs. After 
a leisurely trip back to the hostel 
we washed up and then loaded into 
a truck to the sailing camp. The 
camp's full name is Martha s Vine- 
yard Sailing Camp, it is a camp for 
Massachusetts Senior Girl Scouts. 
We were shown around the camp by 
some of the older girls.

A SURGEON COMMENTS ON 
SUMMER ACCIDENTS 

(One of :i series of informational 
articles for the layman, written by 
members of Ihe Staff of the 
Winchester Hospital) 

Simimcr time - the vacation time - 
offers as good an example as any 
of that old ndage in reverse. "Prac- 
tice what you preach." Father talks 
sagely nil winter to his son about 
common sense, then proceeds to 
chop off a toe with an evil-minded 
ax. or allow a spar to fall on his 
head while attempting to emulate a 
Sir Thomas Lipton. Mother teaches 
first aid faithfully for ten months 
of the yen and spends the remain- 
ing time suffering from poison 
ivy. I 
However, accidents are always 
with us; so what can be done to 
ease the pain and mend the tatter- 
ed skin. Assuming that Mr. and 
Mrs. Vacationist will break hones, 
head, and skin, and preferably in 
an area long oil woodsy views but 
short on medical facilities, what is 
the first step toward a return to a 
fair degree of health? Their own 
little tin box marked "First Aid," 
let us agree, will not go all the way. 
Its use, one might say, may only 
delay proper care for hours to days. 
If it contained just one thing, pads 
of sterile gauze sponges, with a lit- 
tle adhesive to hold them on, it 
would be worth its weight in gold; 
f'at is, unless it contained a bottle 
of one of the loudly sunir antisep- 
tics. Any water approved for 
drinking purposes poured gently 
through tine wound from a care- 
fully washed glass or pitcher is 
the safest way to clean a fresh 
wound, short of the doctor's office 
or a hospital. After one hour, any 
cleaning of a wound should be left 
1 to the doctor. This applies to burns 
as well. Better leave a burn to the 
open air than anoint it with the 
' usual household ingredients such 
as baking soda, butter, or lard. 
Above all, avoid its careful inspec- 
! tion by solicitous bystanders who 
breathe and cough while they in- 
, sped. A burn immediately nut of 
the flame or boiling water is rela- 
tively sterile. Infection is introduc- 
ed by human contact. Apply the 
sterile gauze, and take an aspirin if 
it hurts. If a doctor should not be 
available even for days, leave on 

he original dressing, no matter how 
soiled the outer layers may become. 

Most bleeding will stop after 
gentle pressure on the wound with 
sterile gauze. Hemorrhage which 
requires a tourniquet usually needs

one on each side of the wound. To 
attempt to decide, according to the 
l"»ik. whether it is arterial or ven- 
ous blood may result in an academic 
triumph at the expense of the pa- 
tient. Elevate the arm or lee if 
other measures fail. 

What should be done about a 
stepped-on nail? The first thine: 
to be done is to immunize the infant 
with tetanus toxoid at six months 
of age. Vacationists, old and 
young, should be immunized against 
tetanus, or lockjaw. Seventeen mil- 
lion service men and women in tin- 
last war can testify to its effec- 
tiveness. Tetanus not only may 
develop in nail puncture wounds, 
but in any other wounds, large or 
small. ( over the nail puncture 



with sterile gauze, or clean cloth, 
until medical attention is available. 
If that is not soon, soak the foot or 
hand in w arm water. Squeezing Or 
probing is had. 

It will be wise for vacationists 
,,n arrival to inquire into the avail- 
able medical facilities even ahead 
of the meal schedule. The nearest 
hospital will undoubtedly give good 
advice in the matter of selection of 
a doctor. Other possible sources of 
this information are a Red Cross 
office, director of a nearby boys" or 
girls' camp, town official, or the 
owner of the hotel. The important 
thing is to make the inquiry before 
the accident occurs.

The Survey Technique 

I'sing much the same technique 
that aerial photo mappers employ- 
ed in World War 11, the Schmidt 
will systematically scan broad 
quadrangles of the heavens. 

The resultant Sky Atlas will in- 
clude some 2,000 reproductions of 
photographic plates, each with an 
overlap varying from 10 to 20 per 
cent, depending on the areas re- 
presented. Virtually identical ex- 
posures of each area will be made 
using both blue and red filters to 
permit comparisons of the widely 
different pictures obtained in the 
different colors. 

From the eminence of Palomar, 
the Schmidt's photographic eye can 
reach with high accuracy three- 
fourths of the heavens surround- 
ing the earth. An additional 10 per 
cent can be covered in some degree, 
but a supplementary survey will be 
needed to obtain this area and the 
remaining 15 per cent "down un- 
der" with the desired fidelity. 

Weather conditions and the im- 
possibility of working on moon- 
lit nights are the big factors limit- 
ing the pace of the Survey's pro- 
gress. Even given ideal conditions, 
Palomar astronomers expect to ob- 
tain no more than four pairs of 
matching red and blue photographic 
plates in a single night. A blue 
exposure will require about 30 min- 
utes; a red. Approximately one 
hour. 

When completed, the Survey will 
record some 500 million stars and 
perhaps 10 million complete stellar 
systems of extra-galactic nebulae.

FREDERIC PERCY VAL LEWIS 

Frederic Percyval Lewis of 44 
Mt. Vernon street, assistant Regis- 
trar of Voters for Winchester, died 
Thursday morning, August 4 in the 
Winchester Hospital, after a brief 
illness. He collapsed Tuesday 
morning while on his way from his 
home to the center and was remov- 
ed to the hospital at that time, be- 
ing attended by Dr. N. C. Font- 
neau. He suffered a cerebral hemor- 
rhage with other complicatiems and 
though his condition was reported 
as improved on Wednesday, the im- 
provement was not lasting. 

Mr. Lewis was born in Woburn 
June 20, 1879. He was the son of 
Frederick H. Lewis, an organist and 
music teacher, and of Annie Soule 
Lewis, for many years a popular 
teacher of pianoforte in both Win- 
chester and Woburn. After receiv- 
ing his early education in the Wo- 
burn schools he was graduated from 
Harvard and spent two years in 
musical study abroad, principally 
in Paris, Berlin and Leipzig. While 
abroad he played on most e>f the 
famous organs of Europe, includ- 
ing that in the Cathedral at Colon- 
ne. 

Mr. Lewis commenced the study 
of music at an early age. and while 
a boy in school played the organ at 
Trinity Episcopal Church in Wo- 
burn. Strangely enough he last 
played regularly as organist at that 
same- church a few years ago before 
his retirement. 

He succeeded his father as or- 
ganist and director of music at 
the Unitarian Church in Woburn 
and served in this capacity for 
many years. He also served as ac- 
cemipanist years ago for a series of 
choral concerts, with e.utstanding 
soloists, in old Lyceum Hall in Wo- 
burn. 

After the death of his father Mr. 
Lewis and his mother came to Win- 
chester in 1905. They lived fe.r 
many years at 1 Maxwell road and 
later at 131 Washington street until 
Mrs. Lewis' death December 5, 1989. 
Following his resignation as or- 
ganist and director of music at the- 
Unitarian Church in Woburn. Mr. 
Lewis substituted at many churches 
in this district and was also or- 
ganist for Masonic bodies in and 
around Winchester. He was a 
member and fellow of the Ameri- 
can Guild eif Organists. 

Mr. Lewis was a member e.f Wil- 
liam Parkman and Mystic Valley 
Lodges of Masons, of Mt. Hotel. 
Lodge of Woburn and of the- Royal 
Arch Chapters in both Winchester 
and Woburn. He was well versed 
in the history of both Woburn and 
Winchester and took a keen interest 
in current events in both places. 

On his mother's side he was a 
descendent eif Geeirge Soule, who 
came to this country in the May- 
flower, and of Capt. Miles Stan- 
dish and John Alden e.f the Ply- 
mouth colony. 

He was appointed Assistant As- 
sessor of Winchester March 23. 
1922, continuing in that capacity 
until 1938. April 1, 1939, he was ap- 
peiinted Assistant Registrar of 
Voters, a peisition he held at the' 
time of his death. He was respon- 
sible for the informatiein concerning 
the residents of the town that ap- 
peared in the Street Lists and also 
made several surveys of school and 
pre-scheiol age children for the 
Sche>e>l Department, his figures be- 
ing often quoted in connection with 
the building or enlarging eif school 
buildings. He took the greatest 
pride in his work and his own street 
list books contained a wealth of 
statistics which often proved of 
value in locating persons. 

As a young man Mr. Lewis was 
well known as a swimmer and can- 
oeist, often representing the old In- 
tertou < ane»e Club of Woburn. An 
ardent walker, until his health be- 
gan to fail, he regularly walked to 
surrounding cities and te.wns when- 
ever his business or inc-l inaticn call- 
ed him to them. 

Mr. Lewis was the last of his 
family, his only survivors being an 
aunt. Mrs. Henry P. Smith of Wel- 
lesley Hills, and several cousins. 

Funeral arrangements had not 
been completed when the Star went 
to press.

BOX 

A new control box for the traffic 
signals in the center is being in 
stalled em the easterly side of the' 
railroad tracks opposite the pres- 
ent traffic tower.

The attention of the newspaper 
reading public has. in the past 
month 01 two, been called to the 
possibility of infants being poison- 
ed from contact with diapers which 
have been marked with identify- 
ing marks using certain kinds .it' 
inks. The problem is one which 
has been apparently somewhat, ex- 
aggerated in the front page public- 
ity which it has received. 

Dr. Kagan, and his co-workers, 
reported in the May, 1949, Journal 
of Pediatrics on seventy-two cases 
of poisoning of infants from inks 
containing aniline dyes. These in- 
vestigators have pointed out that 
aniline dyes produce poisoning 
through absorption of tin- sub- 
stance through the skin of the in- 
fant to the blood stream. When the 
dye reaches the blood stream of the 
infant, normal oxygen-carrying 
hemoglobin of the blood is convert- 
ed to a material called Methemo- 
glohin. which is not capable of 
carrying oxygen. This situation 
results in insufficient oxygenation

Hot weather note: Arctic icebergs 
are haying an off year. 

The international Ice Patrol of 
the U. S. Coast Guard reports the 
1949 season for the floating ice 
masses was the shortest and mild- 
est on recent record. 

This means that fewer icebergs 
drifted south from Greenland 
waters to harass North Atlantic 
shipping lanes, points out the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Fewer 
bergs survived the tempering in- 
fluence of ocean currents and sun 
to make the long voyage. 

Danger Zone 

The Grand Ranks area off the 
southeast coast of Newfoundland, 
in the path of the world's busiest 
water trade routes, is the iceberg 
danger zone. In this area Coast 
Guard cutters operate from early 
March through June, daily broad- 
casting iceberg locations to mer- 
chant and passenger ships. 

Most of the icebergs menacing 
North Atlantic steamship lanes are 
born in the glaciers along the west- 
ern Greenland const. As the ice 
from the vast inland masses reach- 
es the sea, it noses out into the 
water until bouyancy lifts it up. The 
lifting action cracks off the front 
of the glacier, and the dislodged ice 
floats loose in Baffin Bay to begin 
its long drift southward. 

The newly-spawned iceberg has 
about 1,800 miles to travel, if it 
is to reach the Grand Banks area 
— a two to three year trip. Many 
are ton small and disintegrate in 
northern waters. Some ground on 
the shores of Labrador and New- 
foundland. Still others, caught in 
the eddy of the warm Gulf Stream, 
melt off the Greenland coast. 
Like Marble and Castles 

There are two easily distinguish- 
able types of bergs "solid" and 
"drydock." The former looks like 
a great mass of white marble and 
usually rides low in the water. Its 
sides, washed by frequent tipping, 
are rounded. 

A drydock berg looks like a tow- 
ered castle. It has two high sides, 
or pinnacles, with a low passage in 
between. This variety will not tip. 
but sails solemnly and majestically 
on its voyage to oblivion. 

Antarctic seas have even more 
icebergs than the Arctic. Born 
from the enormous ice-cap that 
covers Antarctica, they are usually 
tabular, flat, and steep-sided. 
These bergs, larger than their 
northern cousins, are often one mile 
or more in length, and a few have 
been found to measure 20 to 30 
miles. 

The Coast Guard today wages a 
mechanized battle against the 
Arctic cakes. Equipped w ith radar, 
loran, airplanes, and underwater 
sound equipment, it scouts the 
Grand Hanks waters with scienti- 
fic precision— plotting the positions 
and drift of bergs on charts.

There is no ob- 
ligation if you talk the matter over, 
but few will do so without realiz- 
ing the simplicity of the job from 
then individual viewpoints and 
wanting to become a part of this 
great movement. 

In addition to First Aid and Per- 
sonal Health, which were discuss-

may study two more subjects which 
will later be required for advance- 
ment beyond Stai rank.

It may lie spinach and unpopular 
with some folks, but Americans in 
general like it. This year they will 
eat about 180,000 tons of the bright 
green leal" bought over grocers' 
counters in fresh, frozen, and can- 
ned form. 

That's the estimated size of the 
commercial spinach crop, It does 
not include the tons grown in back- 
yard vegetable gardens or retail- 
ed by local hucksters. 

The figure is well under the 
quarter-million-ton crops of recent 
food rationing years. Compared 
with prewar production, however, 
notes tlie National Geographic So- 
ciety, it shows that spinach is hold- 
ing its own in the national competi- 
tion of pot-herb greens. 

Texas Winter Harden Leads 

As much as the markets will 
take is sold fresh. Last year, for 
example. 114,000 Uins of spinach 
were shipped to fresh markets from 
coast to coast. The rest -about 
49,000 tons matured for the most 
pari when fresh markets wen- well 
supplied. It went t" processors at 
prices lower than the fresh-market 
level, anil became the year's pack 

canned and quick-frozen. 

Texas' renowned Winter CSarden 
.area of huge truck crops leads the 
'nation in producing spinach for 
fresh-market sale. Spinach leaves 
grow best where soil is rich, water 
is plentiful, weathei is cool with- 
out frost, and days are short. The 
Winter Garden country touching 
the Rio Grande 130 miles southwest 
of San Antonio provides these con- 
ditions from November to April 
when most growing areas have too 
much frost. 

A sheep and goat ranirimr area 
until 1920. the Winter Garden, 
hanks to irrigation, now covers five 
counties. It pours forth onions, 
cabbages, potatoes, lettuce, spinach, 
beets, peas and beans in late winter 
when they bring top prices. 

Eagle Pass on the Rio Grande. 
Crystal City, and Carrizo Springs 
are its busy centers of spinach ship- 
ping in season. At Crystal City, 
growers in 1!»:I7 erected a heroic- 
size plaster statue of their special 
hero. Popeye the Sailor. 

Near Eagle Pass, one of the big- 
' jrest onion growers switched grad- 
ually to spinach 20 years or more 
ago." Hiding on a national trend 
' to spinach, source of iron, calcium, 
and vitamins A and C, he increased 
plantings to cover eight square 
miles and made his crop of the leaf 
a million-dollar annual business.

Rivaling Texas in spinach prod- 
uction, California turns four-fifths 
of its crop over to the processors.

In his early efforts to popularize 
articles nn geography, Editor t ; i-- • - - 
venor found a helpful and welcome 
ally in the new art- of photography 
and photoengraving.

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HAIA. BRAZIL'S CITY OF 
FESTIVALS CELEBRATES ITS 
I00TH ANNIVERSARY 

In I'll!' - - nearly three quarters 
of a century before the Pilgrims 
landed, and 1'! years before the 
founding of St. Augustine, oldest of 
U, S. cities - - a little Portuguese 
settlement was born at a strategic 
site under the "hump" of the Bra- 
zilian coast. 

Its full name was San Salvador 
da Bahia de Todos os Santos, "Holy 
Savior of the Bay of All Saints." 
Now more popularly known as Ba- 
hia, or Baia. according to the new 
simplified spelling, it is celebrating 
its 100th anniversary this year in 
colorful religious festivals. 

Baia is both a museum of early 
Brazil and a center of modern 
Brazilian industry, notes the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society. Its dou- 
ble personality is expressed on two 
separate levels, linked by elevators, 
cable cars and steep roads. 

Around the broad shimmering 
bay are the wharves, warehouses, 
and banks, the big export offices, 
and the city market. High above, 
amidst tropically luxuriant vege- 
tation, rise the old colonial man- 
sions, state buildings, libraries, 
colleges, and many churches. 
Military Traces Left 

Baia was the Brazilian capital 
until the government seat was re- 
moved to Rio de Janeiro in 17*!.'L 
It is still the capital of rich and 
fertile Baia State. Traces of the 
city's hriginal military character 
remain in the old forts built in and 
around the harbor when rival 
European powers were seeking land 
and treasure in the New World. 

Baia's early role as the ecclesias- 
tical huh of Portugal's South Amer- 
ican possession is still in evidence 
in its numerous convents, monas- 
teries, and scores of churches, with 
their gilded interiors, sacred paint- 
ings, and elaborately decorated 
furnishings. 

It is in keeping with the trad- 
itions and customs of the city that 
this anniversary commemoration 
will take the form of religious fes- 
tivals. For in Baia, now grown to 
a metropolis of half a million peo- 
ple or more, a festival, honoring 
various patron saints in procession, 
music, and ceremony, seems always 
under way. 

Colonial Flavor Lingers 

In the upper city, away from the 
modern avenues, the flavor of a 
mellow colonial life also lingers on 
in time honored Portucuese names 
and culture, and in the iron grill- 
work and wooden balconies of the 
soft-tinted old homes. 

Down in the busy commercial 
city are other hangovers of the 
past. One characteristic figure is 
that of the street vendor - - a 
Baiana "mammy" whose ancestors 
long ago were brought over from 
Africa as slaves. Her turban, vol- 
uminous skirts, jinjrlinjr ornaments, 
and draped shawl are a heritage 
from the African Sudan. From 
Africa, too, came many a recipe 
for the sweet and hot tidbits sold 
from the tray of this wandering 
merchant. 

Baia's first period of prosperity 
was based on the early slave and 
sugar traffic. When slavery was 
abandoned and the sugar fortunes 
waned, new commercial and indus- 
trial enterprises appeared, grow- 
ing out of the soil of surrounding 
Baia State. 

As the state port, Baia today is 
a trade center for such products as 
cacao, tobacco, broom fiber, coffee, 
hides, and still some sugar. 
Through the city flows some 93 per 
cent of northern Brazil's big 
cacao output. Its Cacao Institute 
is a model of modern functional 
architecture.

WINCHESTER SWIMMING 
CLUB DEFEATED ARLINGTON 



Editor of the Star: 

The Water Board is taking a 
great deal of satisfaction in seeing 
its plans for a dry season working 
successfully. The normal use of 
water in the town is about one 
million gallons per day. In July 
the average use was two and one 
half million gallons per day. On 
August 10th we had the highest 
day on record - three and one half 
million gallons. 

We now have three water sup- 
plies - the reservoirs in the Fells, 
the wells near Pond street and the 
Metropolitan supply for the land 
west of Cambridge street. We 
are now using about one and one 
half million gallons per day from 
the reservoirs, one-half million 
gallons from the wells and three- 
quarters of a million gallons from 
the Metropolitan supply. The res- 
ervoirs are down about ;"> ft. The i rr> oms, .... . 

department has been able to sup- j Tne buildings will he of frame and 
ply all the necessary water for the 
town and hopes to be able to con- 
tinue. A number of surrounding 
towns have had to limit the use 
of water. 

In 1939 from the records kept by 
the Department it became very 
evident that an additional water 
supply was necessary for a dry 
season and the wells were installed 
and used in 1940 to 1943. carrying 
us over a dry period. They were 
then shut down and not used until 
this year. 

In 1946 it became obvious that 
with all the building in the town 
on the hills west of Cambridge 
street a new high service tank 
would be necessary. About that 
time the Metropolitan District 
built a large distribution tank on 
Turkey Hill in Arlington near the 
Winchester line. Fortunately we 
had a large main very near this 
supply and this was connected to 
the Metropolitan main. By this 
connection the town saved over 
$30,000 which would have been the 
cost of a new tank. With this 
additional supply we are able to 
get over a million gallons per day 
from the Metropolitan and it does 
not cost us any more than the 
pumping expense when we had the 
old tank. 

The Board hopes to be able to 
continue to supply all the water 
that is necessary for the consump- 
tion of the citizens. We have had 
the very finest cooperation from 
the Finance Committees in our 
planning which has been a great 
help. 

The Board anticipates that the 
Town will receive a very large 
income in 1949 from the use of 
water. _

Hopes for the future are stilling 

among the ghosts of the past at 

Bonn. 

Selection of the city as pro- 
visional capital of the new West 
German State has presented an im- 
portant political and reconstruction 
role to this German community, 
located on the west bank of the 
Rhine River about 15 miles south 
of Cologne (Koln). The honor 
comes to a city which may be said 
to be almost as old as the hills, or 
Seven Mountains, which range 
along the east ban 1 ; of the Rhine 
near by. 

Bonn was founded about 10 B. C. 
by the Roman legions of Emperor 
Augustus, notes the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Named Bonna or 
Castra Bonnensia, it was one of 50 
strong points constructed by Aug- 
ustus' soldiers along the Rhine. 
Roman domination ended about 70 
A. D. when Bonn saw the imperial 
legions go down in defeat. From 
that time until the 13th century the 
city was of little importance. 

Then the seat of the electors of 
Cologne was transferred to Bonn, 
and walls were built around the 
city. During subsequent centuries 
the walled town was frequently be- 
sieged during the Continent's re- 
current wars. In 1717 the city's 
walls were leveled, and in 1814 
Bonn fell to the Prussians. After 
World War I Allied occupation 
forces were quartered in the city. 

This long history of fortification, 
siege, and occupation, however, left 
few of its marks on the charming 
placidity of Bonn life. Always 
somewhat slow to change and resis- 
tant to innovation, the city for 
muny years has been Miown chiefly 
for its university and as the birth- 
place of Beethoven. Not over large 
in size, Bonn had a population of 
about 100,000 before World War II 
broke. 

GI Played Beethoven Piano 

Beethoven's home has been res- 
tored and turned into a museum, 
and the garret in which he was 
born in 1770 has been preserved in 
its original form. 

During the advance of the Allies 
through the Rhineland in World 
War II, an American wandered in- 
to the Beethoven museum one night 
and, finding a piano, struck up a 
few chords of "Moonlight Sonata," 
one of the composer's most noted 
works. Quite unwittingly, he was 
playing Beethoven's own piano. 

There always has been much to 
see in Bonn. Its Munster, a restor- 
ed church with Ave towers, is a 
tine speciment of Romanesque ar- 
chitecture. The Alter Zoll, the city's 
last remaining old bastion on the 
river, commands an excellent view 
of the Seven Mountains. The pro- 
vincial museum contains a large 
exhibit of prehistoric and Roman 
antiquities, which includes a Nean- 
derthal skull, one of the earliest 
known cranial specimens. 

More than half of Bonn's build- 
ings were destroyed during World 
War II, but the havoc waa by no 
means as complete as at other 
large Rhineland cities. The Mun- 
ster's cloisters were battered; 
Beethoven's home was hit by a 
shell; and the university was badly 
smashed. However, most of the 
town's historic relics and treasures

When the first aircraft began to 
fly some four decades ago, notes 
the National Geographic Society, 
Rapid City was. in the vernacular 
of the time, only a typical western 
"cow town." Cattle- raising was the 
leading occupation of the surround- 
ing range country: saddle-making 
was one of the town's most import- 
ant industries. 

The rough-and-ready men who 
founded the town astride Rapid 
Creek thought they had a site that 
some day would become the distri- 
buting center for the western part . 
of the state- and they ignored 
danger and the law in taking it. 
In 187H the Black Hills area was 
Indian domain, occupied by the 
Sioux. United States treaties with I 
the Indians forbade settlers to en- 
ter either the Plains country of 
South Dakota or the hills. 

Begun as an illegal settlement, 
Rapid City was the target of fre- 
quent Indian raids, and its promot- 
ers met difficulty in attracting 
either business or settlers to the 
town. Most pioneers entering the 
region were prospectors or self- 
styled miners, eager for a share in 
the gold struck in the hills in 1H74. 
They had little interest in settling 
permanently. 

At one time the settlement count- 
ed some 200 residents, but fear of 
the Sioux soon reduced this number 
t > a handful. Hopes for the town's 
survival were almost abandoned to- 
ward the end of 187fi. then word 
came that the (lovernment had lift- 
ed its ban on immigration into the 
area. 

Rapid City took new hope. 
Stages brought permanent settlers 
to the community. Soon railroads 
linked it with other parts of the 
middle west, and the young city 
was firmly established. 

In recent years there has been 
consistent growth. Each summer 
thousands of tourists flock to 
Rapid City for excursions to the 
Black Hills and Badlands. 30 miles 
to the southwest The population 
today numbers close to 14,000.

Does the Indian Union's steam* 
ing\ teeming port city of Calcutta, 
together with it.-* suburbs on both 
sides of the Hooghly River, com- 
prise the world's most populous 
metropolitan area? 

At the last official count, made in 
1941, greater Calcutta showed a 
total of not quite 2,500,000 inhabit- 
ants. Matched with official figures 
for other large cities at that time, 
India's industrial titan failed to 
rank among the ten largest cities 
in the world, notes the National 
Geographic Society. 

A current dispatch, however, 
claims that 12,000,000 people are 
today quartered in the greater Cal- 
cutta region - - a larger total than 
generally claimed even for London 
or New York. The Calcutta estim- 
ate stirs a question - - What has 
been happening at India's great 
crossroads of trade between East 
and West ? 

Jobs Provide Lure 

Lying behind the active Burma 
front, Calcutta was swollen by a 
steady influx of workers during 
World War II years. Railway 
shops, metal-working plants, and 
jute mills poured forth war mat- 
erials. Military men of many 
nations were stationed at and near 
the city. Soldiers on leave boomed 
hotel and amusement trade. 

When independence legislation in 
August, 1947, set up the separate 
states of India and Pakistan, the 
cleavage divided Bengal Province. 
Hindus and Parsees, unhappy in 
East Bengal and other parts of 
Moslem Pakistan, began a large- 
scale migration. 

Because Calcutta in West Bengal 
offered prospects of employment, 
rations, and accommodations, the 
crowded city stood out as the 
refugees' goal. At its peak last 
September, the migration ran as 
high as 15,000 people a week. 

The Hooghly, muddy and swift- 
flowing, is westernmost of the 
mouths of the Ganges River. Cal- 
cutta lies on its east bank 90 miles 
from the sea. Extensive wharves 
on both river banks at Calcutta 
mark the inland limit of ocean-go- 
ing ships in the region. 

A large shade tree under which 
European merchants traded with 
the Bast Indians 250 years ago de- 
termined the site of the city. Rea- 
sonably healthful today despite 
overcrowding, Calcutta long took 
for granted its recurrent epid- 
emics, considered them inevitable 
products of summer's combination 
of 100- degree temperature and 100 
percent humidity. 

Sacred Cows Snarl Traffic 

Calcutta was India's capital from 
1857, when Victoria was proclaimed 
Empress, until New Delhi was 
built in King George V's day. Half 
the rich trade of prepartitioned In- 
dia flowed through this one port. 

Merchants in limousines, big 
motor trucks, buffalo carts, rick- 
shas, and pushcarts today move 
together in traffic directed by effi- 
cient police in spotless white. Only 



cows, sacred to the Hindus, amble 
at will on the crowded streets. 
Many in number, they help them- 
selves to grocers' vegetables or re- 
cline beside smart office buildings. 

Beggars and peddlers are legion. 
Folding bazzars have formed a new- 
section of the Chowringhee, main 
shopping thoroughfare. One of the 
largest is a cloth bazaar where 
some 200 merchants show textile 
wares. 

On the river bank the maidan, 
the city's big park, contains his- 
toric Fort William, the handsome 
Victoria Museum, and the popular 
racecourse. The city's airport is 
being enlarged. Conversion of the 
rail lines from steam to electricity 
and building of a subway system 
have been proposed as means of 
easing the difficult traffic problem. 

Across the river, Howrah 
sprawls without plan, getting its 
full share of the current growth. 
Some planners contend that How- 
rah occupies the logical side of the 
river, and will gradually become the 
heart of the metropolis. 



CERTAIN BARNYARD DIETS 
PLAY HOB WITH HEN EGGS 



Ever try green scrambled eggs? 

If you are interested, you can get 
the necessary hen fruit in York- 
shire, England, where some barn- 
yard, biddies have been acting up 
lately. They're laying eggs with 
green yolks. What's more, the 
eggs are good for you. 

The behavior of the British 
chickens may sound a little fan- 
tastic at first, but the explanation 
is quite simple, notes the National 
Geographic Society. The color of 
the egg yolk is controlled by the 
diet of the layer. 

A yolk will turn out to be a light 
yellow by keeping chicken away 
from greens, yellow corn, and all 
but a little alfalfa. A richer shade 
of yellow, sometimes red-orange, 
may be obtained by feeding heavily 
on yellow corn and alfalfa. 

But an overdose in the hen's 
diet of such barnyard "delicacies" 
as fresh greens, cottonseed meal, 
or acorns from certain types of oak 
trees, will make her egg an outcast. 
It will show up with the greenish- 
colored yolk that has sortie York- 
shire farmers looking askance at 
their flocks these days. 

Nutritionally, eggs with green 
yolks are just as good for human 
consumption as those with light or 
orange-yellow ones. But man's eat- 
ing habits have accustomed him to 
the yellow yolk, which doesn't leave 
much market for other shades. 

The consumption of eggs, one of 
the oldest and most widespread of 
foods, isn't restricted to the pro- 
duction of barnyard fowl. Eggs of 
almost all birds and of some rep- 
tiles and fish are eaten or have at 
<me time in some corner of the 
world. 

Those of ducks, geese, ostriches, 
plovers, alligators, crocodiles, 
turtles, penguins, gulls, albatros- 
ses, and pelicans, among others, 
still are important diet items for 
many peoples today.

Frank Garland Trott of 18 Mys- 
tic avenue, veteran sports and 
feature writer of the Boston Globe, 
died in his sleep Thursday morn- 
ing, August 25, at the Winchester 
Hospital, following an illness of 
less than a week. 

Mr. Trott was the son of Lemuel 
G., and Emma A. (Brookings) 
1 Trott. He was born November 13, 
1871, at Council Bluffs, la., but 
lived as a boy in Somerville and 
was educated in the Somerville 
| schools. 

He worked for the Boston Globe 
for w ell over fifty years, as a sports 
writer and for the past two years, 
las a feature writer. His father 
was turf editor of the Globe and 
following his death, Mr. Trott took 
over his duties, covering harness 
meetings throughout New England 
and writing expertly about horses 
1 in a way that won him the con- 
fidence and respect of owners and 
trainers everywhere. His column, 
"Hoof Prints" was widely read by 
harness men and such prominent 
trainers as Walter Cox, "Pop" 
(Jeer and Ren White were intimate 
friends of his. For several years 
before his death he was known as 
the dean of harness horse writers 
in the country and his knowledge 
of horses was so esteemed that the 
eminent sculptor, Cyrus Dallin, had 
him criticise the mount he was do- 
ing for his equestrian statue of 
Paul Revere. 

He was for some time president 
of the Down East Trotting Asso- 
ciation, and he was particularly 
well known in and around Boston, 
one of his prized possessions being 
a handsome jeweled gold combin- 
ation pocket and stop-watch which 
a group of Greater Boston horse- 
men presented to him as an expres- 
sion of esteem. 

In addition to his harness writ- 
ing, Mr. Trott also wrote football 
years ago and in later years, hock- 
ey; being well known in both 
fields of sport. Football was very 
near to his heart and during his 
more active years he coached at 
Medford High and scouted and 
coached at Harvard, also handling 
the old Newtowne Club team in 
North Cambridge. He coached at 
Winchester High forty years ago 
and as opportunity permitted as- 
sisted several of the local coaches 
from time to time. 

His own football background 
went back to the days when Har- 
vard and Yale played at Spring- 
field and he knew and saw play 
such gridiron immortals as 
"Pudge" HefTelflinger. Truxton 
Hare, "Ma" Newell, Frank Hinkev 
Jim Thorpe and Ted Co v. Hi's 
knowledge of college football, an- 
cient and modem, was extensive 
and his enthusiasm for amateur 
football, boundless. 

Mr. Trott was an ardent eanoist 
; and water man. A charter mem- 
ber of the Medford Boat Club and 
a member of the Winchester Boat 
Club, he spent much time on and 
around the Mystic Lakes and few 
had a greater love for. or more 
exact fund of knowledge about, 
the lakes than he. Often he did 
his writing from a canoe on "big 
Mystic" and there were few boys 
who frequented the lakes who did 
not know and like him. 

He was an enthusiastic devotee 
of ice-boating, his boats, the Thel- 
ma and Marion, being well known 
among the Medford Boat Club 
I fleet. He was long an authority 
about the ice and safety at the 
lakes, and for many years he kept 
I a diary of weather and, especially, 
' ice conditions there. He had visit- 
ed the lakes on the day before he 
became ill. 

Mr. Trott was a veteran of 
World War I. Too old to enlist in 
the Army at the time, he joined 
the YMCA overseas force, June 1, 
1918. serving as athletic director 
attached to the 76th Division, in 
France until he was able to get 
into the army at Nevers, France, 
October 21, 1918. He was commis- 
sioned a 2nd lieutenant' in Remount 
Squadron 319, Remount Division 
of the Quartermaster Corps, serv- 
ing on convoy duty taking animals 
to field organizations and selling 
animals to the French government. 
He was honorably discharged June 
10, 1919, and commissioned a 1st 
lieutenant in the officers reserve 
September 1, 1919. Flags on the 
common and town buildings were 
displayed at half-staff in his honor. 

Mr. Trott came to Winchester 
from Medford 45 years ago, living 
first on Cutting street and for 
many years at his Mystic avenue 
address. He was a member of 
Fourth Estate Lodge of Masons, 
the newspaper lodge, in Boston; of 
Aleppo Temple of the Mystic 
Shrine and of the Hour-Glass Club. 

(On September 5, 1894, Mr. 
Trott married Gertrude Hutchin- 
son in Cambridge. His wife sur- 
vives, with two daughters, Mrs. 
Jan T. Friis of Tufts College and 
Miss Thelma Trott of Winchester. 
There are also surviving a brother, 
Edgar P. Trott of this town, and a 
sister. M*s. William D. Elliott of 
Washington, D. C. and Toledo, 
Ohio. 

Simple funeral services will be 
held for members of the imme- 
diate family only, and it is request- 
ed that no flowers be sent. 



Commander Jackson Bird Hay- 
den, USNR, retired, of 30 Vine 
I street, died Monday, August 22, at 
the Chelsea Naval Hospital after a 
long illness. Husband of the for- 
mer Rebecca Rowe of this town, 
he had made his home in Win- 
chester since his discharge from 
the Naval Aviation Corps after 
World War II. He was also 
a veteran of World War I, 
in which he served in the United 
States Corps of Engineers. Flags 
on the common and town buildings 
were displayed at half-staff in his 
honor. 

Commander Hayden was the son 
of Edward A., and Julia (Bird) 
Hayden. He was born November 
20, 1898, in Newark, N. J., receiv- 
ing his education in the Newark 
schools and at Newark Engineer- 
ing College. He interrupted his 
college course to enlist in the 
United States Engineers during 
World War I and served overseas, 
winning six campaign stars, and 
the Belgian Order of Leopold II 
for distinguished service. 

After his discharge Commander 
Hayden became city engineer at 
Montclair, N. J., holding that pos- 
ition until May of 1941 when he 
enlisted in the Navy Air Corps 
with the rank of lieutenant. He 
won his wings as a Naval aviator 
at Pensacola, Fla. 

His tours of duty during World 
War II took him to Floyd Bennett 
Field, N. Y.; Norman, Oklahoma; 
to Jacksonville. Fla., where he was 
a member of Rear Admiral Andrew 
McFall's staff; Adak in the Aleu- 
tians, where he served as executive 
officer; and to Attu, where he was 
commanding officer. He was pro- 
moted to lieutenant commander in 
November. 1942, and to commander 
in January, 1944. He was a mem- 
ber of Winchester Post, 97, Amer- 
ican Legion. 

Besides his wife, whom he mar- 
ried December 29, 1923, Comman- 
der Hayden leaves his mother, liv- 
ing in Nuttley, N. J.; and a sister, 
Mrs. Donald Taylor of Virginia

After last Sunday's game on 
Manchester Field, in which his Win- 
chester Warriors were defeated in 
a Paul Revere League champion- 
ship playoff, your Star reporter 
talked with Manager Lew Warsky, 
and found him much more concern- 
ed with the condition of the field 
than over the loss of his second 
game in a row to the Lincoln Mo- 
hawks. Manager Warsky believes 
that by another year, unless some- 
thing is done immediately to im- 
prove conditions. Manchester Field 
is going to be ruined insofar as | 
its playing surface is concerned. I 
Right now the sun-baked surface I 
is as hard as cement and for the 
greater part wholly without turf. 
There are grass and weeds on the 
field to be sure and at a distance 
the appearance is deceiving. On 
the field the playground has al- 
ready become a veritable dust-bowl. 
By another year, if nothing is done, 
it will have to be resurfaced to be 
what the town should have for an 
athletic Field. Manager Warsky 
can not understand Winchester's 
failure to care for a $90,000 ath- 
letic plant, now it has bought one, 
and in support of his bewilderment 
told the Star of the beautifully 
kept fields on which his Warriors 
have played in Lincoln, Lexington. 
Concord and Maynard, communi- 
ties surely no better able to care for 
municipal fields than Winchester. 
The Star has deplored the neglect 
of the town's new athletic field 
from the very first and like Lew 
Warsky wonders why! A man could 
profitably be kept busy on Man- 
chester Field daily during the 
months it is in use. Managers of 
teams using it this summer have 
had to rake, roll. line, fill and water 
to have it fit to play on. That is 
asking a lot of men giving their 
time, effort and money to promote 
baseball in town. Visitinvr players 
ate frankly puzzled at the condition 
.if our new field and we couldn't help 
hearing the umpires as they left 
last Sunday agreeing that you can't 
catch a fly ball because of the sun. 
or a ground ball because of the con- 
dition of the field. These seemed 
to us sad commentaries on an ath- 
letic plant that stands the tax- 
payers $90,000 and is, only two | 
years old. 



Winchester, Jan. ■'. - Winchester 
is one of Boston's most beautiful 
bedrooms. 

The Lowell railroad passes 
through the town. There are three 
stations. The view from either 
side of the road is picturesque. On 
the right or easterly side, after a 
level of a quarter mile, the land 
rises until it reaches the high ridge 
which forms the easterly bounds 
of the town. Stately residences 
abound almost to the highest ridge. 
To the west the country is level. 

The town was incorporated in 
1«50, having been made up of por- 
tions of Woburn, Arlington and 
Medford. Arlington was then 
West Cambridge. The larger por- 
tion was taken from Woburn, and, 
before its incorporation, this part 
of Woburn was known as South 
Woburn. It was named for Colonel 
William P. Winchester, who gave 
the town the sum of $3000, "to be 
appropriated to the erection of a 
Town Hall or any other proper ob- 
ject of municipal expenditure." 

The growth of the town has been 
somewhat rapid, as in lHiSO its 
population was 1353; 1855. 1801; 
I860, 1!>:?7; 1865. 1868; 1870, 2645; 
1875, !H>99; 1880, 3803; 1885, 1390. 
Todav the population is about 
5060. 

Tin- valuation of the town in j 
1886 was as follows: Real estate.- 
$3,156,578; personal property. $1- 
1 1:1.196; total, $4,269,774. In 1887: 
Real estate, $3,230,745; personal 
property, $1,007,760; total, $4,238,- 
505. 

While the town claims to be a 
quiet and fashionable place of res- 
idence, its manufacturing interests 
are of considerable magnitude. 
First in importance is the leather 
manufacturing industry. Loring & 
1 Avery, tanners ami curriers, do 
about the largest business in that 
Mine in the country. Then there 
are John Maxwell & Co., Blank 
Brothers, Charles F. Jordan, J. S. 
& P. Blank. Warren Johnson and 
P. VValdmeyer & Co. Other man- 
ufactures are: Piano cases. Cow- 
dry, Cobb, Nichols & Co.: piano 
action. Henry W. Symmes; watch 
hands, Goodeli & Winn: organ ac- 
tion. Svlvanus Elliott: machinery. 
Joel Whitney. N. E. Whitney. Louis 



Goddue; felting and wool wadding, 
Charles N. Bacon; furniture, S. C. 
Small & Co., and the Winchester 
furniture Co.: jewelry, Jackson & 

Co. 

For years the town has been 
noted for the florist business, and 
the following-named carry on the 
business on a large scale: S. W. 
Twombly & Sons, J. R. Newman & 
Sons, W. G. Wentworth, Joel F. 
Hanson and W. J. Stuart. 

There is a well organized and 
disciplined fire department. The 
apparatus consists of fire hose car- 
riage, one hook and ladder truck 
and one steamer. The police de- 
partment is an effective adjunct of 
the town, but its duties are light, 
for the people are quiet and law- 
abiding. The water works were 
put in operation in 1874, and the 
high service system in 1885. A 
large portion of the town is sup- 
plied with the water. The streets 
are lighted by gas, and so are 
many of the public and private 
buildings. 

The public schools are numerous, 
and hold a high position in the 
Commonwealth. There are the 
high, centre grammar, Wyman, 
Chapin, Gilford, Rumford, High- 
land, Washington and Mystic. 
There is a public library which was 
founded in 1859, and has about 
70IHI volumes. Of the churches 
there are the First Baptist, Rev. 
Joseph F. Fielden pastor; First 
Congregational, Rev. Charles R. 
Seymour pastor; St. Mary's, Rev. 
P. J. Daly and Rev. D. Lee pastors; 
Methodist Episcopal, John H. 
Mansfield pastor; Church of the 
Epiphany (Episcopal). Rev. John 
W. Suter rector; Unitarian, Rev. 
J. I.. Marsh pastor: Bethany So- 
ciety, no pastor. 

The town has now in process of 
completion a town hall, which, 
when finished, will be one of the 
fine buildings of the county. Be- 
side two halls, there will be apart- 
ments for all the town offices and 
the public library. The building 
will cost about $30,000. 

Of organizations there are 
many, amonir them being the Cal- 
umet Club, which has beautiful 
quarters in the Miller block, and 
was organized in 1880; William 
Parkman Lodge, F. and A. M., or- 
ganized in 1864; Winchester His- 
torical and Genealogical Society, 
organized in 1884; A. I). Weld 
Post, 148, G. A. R.: Council 150, 
A. L. of H.; Lodge 656, K. of H.; 
Council 1162, R. A.; Mutual Benefit 
Association; Commandery 223, 
U. O. G. ('., and the Village Im- 
provement Society. 

One of Woburn's railways term- 
inates in this town, and one of the 
pressing needs of the town is its 
extension to Medford. A large 
proportion of the best residences 
of the town have been built within 
20 years. Among the wealthy 
citizens are the following named:

MAY BE FREED OF 1948 TAX 



The Board of Assessors would 
like to bring the following to the 
attention of the citizens of ^ in- 
chester. 

Chapter 277 

This act. approved May 10, 1949. 
is temporary in that it expires by- 
its own limitation on October 1, 
1949. but provides that disabled 
veterans who failed to apply may 
now apply in respect to 1948 taxes 
assessed to them and if they qual- 
ify by applying and have a Vet- 
erans Administration certificate as 
of January 1. 1948. may be freed 
of their 1948 tax as if they had ap- 
plied and qualified as of October 
1, 1948. The law is as follows: 
Chapter 277 
AN ACT EXTENDING THE 
TIME FOR APPLICATION BY 
DISABLED VETERANS FOR 
ABATEMENT OR EXEMPTION 
OF TAXES ASSESSED IN 
NINETEEN HUNDRED AND 
FORTY-EIGHT. 

Notwithstanding the provisions 
of section fifty-nine of Chapter 
fifty-nine, and section three A of 
chapter sixty, of the General Laws, 
any disabled veteran of any war 
in which the United States was 
engaged may make an pplication 
for abatement or exemption of 
taxes assessed to him for the year 
nineteen hundred and forty-eight 
at any time prior to October first, 
nineteen hundred and forty-nine, 
for such abatement or exemption.

BEAUTIFUL AFRICAN DRUG 
PLANT BOTH BENEFICIAL 
\M> SINISTER 

The promising new plant .source 
fur the disease-lighting drug, cor- 
tisone, is a vine with strangely 
beautiful (lowers and a history of 
both beneficial and sinister use. 

This vine, with the tongue-twist- 
ing name strophanthus sarmen- 
tosus, belongs to the big strophan- 
thus family whose members are 
scattered about tropical Asia ami 
Africa, notes the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

The sarmentosus variety has 
been found entwined about tall 
trees in various equatorial regions 
along the underside of the big 
West African bulge. It is easily 
identified by its green seed-con- 
taining double pods, resembling 
steer horns, and by its white 
flowers with their pink and purple 
touches, and long, tangled stream- 
vrs. 

Culture Forbidden Natives 

Since laboratory studv has in- 
dicated that the seeds of this vine 
offer the most likely additional 
supply for the scarce and expen- 
sive arthritis drug obtained so far 
only from animal glands, a re- 
search expedition by the U. S. 
Public Health Service and the De- 
partment of Agriculture has been 
dispatched to West Africa to make 
collections and study the possibil- 
ities of cultivation. 

Cultivation of the strophanthus 
vine is now forbidden in Africa be- 
cause of the highly poisonous char- 
acter of its seeds. From several 
wild species of the plant, however, 
West African natives long have 
made lethal tips for their arrows. 

So widespread is this practice 
that the strophanthus is often re- 
ferred to as the Arrow Poison 
Vine. The deadly extract is relat- 
ed to that taken from the so-called 
Zulu Arrow Poison tree, Acokan- 
thera, of Fast Africa. A tiny con- 
centration on the point of a needle 
is said to be sufficient to kill a man 
within a few minutes if injected 
into his veins. 

West African tribesmen also 
make a strophanthus brew for use 
in ceremonial trials by ordeal. In 
such trials a person accused of 
breaking tribal laws is required to 
drink the bitter mixture. If he 
dies, he is deemed guilty; if not, 
innocent. The number found guil- 
ty, African plant collectors have 
observed, is not surprising, 

On the beneficial side, greatly- 
diluted doses from strophanthus 
kombe, hispidus, and other species, 
act as a heart stimulant, such as 
digitalis, and once were used wide- 
ly in the treatment of heart dis- 
eases. 

The strophanthus appears to be 
a tough and adantable plant. On 
its native ground it has shown abil- 
ity to withstand long periods of 
drought. One group of seeds, 
which its collector successfully 
transplanted in southern Florida, 
came from vines which had flour- 
ished on the rocky, sun-cracked 
hillsides of the Fouta Djallon in 
French Guinea. 

The sharp, jagged surface of 
this dry highland has been com- 
pared with that of certain lava 
fields, with the difference that the 
lava spreads are barren, whereas 
this African region supports not 
only the strophanthus sarmentosus 
but a number of other interesting 
fruit anil flowering plants. 

Various species of the strophan- 
thus also are found in heavily- 
forested Liberia - - one of the 
major objectives of the current 
U. S. expedition in its search for 
specimens and potential sites for 
large-scale cultivation.

The fact that the 100-year old 
village of Mole Hill, in Ritchie 
County. West Virginia, was re- 
named Mountain early in July 
doesn't keep old timers there from 
calling it Mole Hill, according to 
reports. 

In many another American com- 
munity, notes the National (Jeo- 
irraphic Society, the name of the 
place is pronounced as the inhabit- 
ants see fit - - often unconvention- 
ally. 

Place names taken from Europe 
provide irood examples. In Maine, 
the town of Calais is pronounced to 
rhyme with palace. Rheims, New 

! York, disregarding its French 
origin, rhymes itself with screams. 
South Dakota's Pierre is one syl- 
lable, rhymed with deer. In Ohio, 
Versailles is rhymed with curtails. 

America has more than a dozen 
Berlins. In New England at least, 
towns of that name are locally pro- 
nounced Berlin, accented like Mer- 
lin. Newark in New Jersey and 

| elsewhere is nuerk, hut Delaware's 
town is new-ark, the ark plain and 

j clear. 

I Quincy is quinzy in Massachu- 
setts. Pennsylvania's pretzel town 

■ is Kphrata, while Washington's 
air-base town of the same name is 
pronounced ee-fray-ta. Elgin's 

; "g" is soft in Illinois and hard in 
Texas. 

Florida's New Smyrna, if spell- 
| ed phonetically as locally pro- 
nounced, would be new Summerha. 
Detroit's Hamtramrk is sounded as 
if the "c" were an "i". Vade 
Mecum, North Carolina is vaid 
meekum - - something that Caesar 
wouldn't understand. 

Prague, rhymed with frog when 
European style is followed, is 
ryhmed with plague in Oklahoma. 
So is Montague in Texas, although 
usually a three-syllable name. 

In England and Canada, Thames 
is pronounced temz. The river in 
Connecticut and the street in New- 
port, Rhode Island, are pronounced 
- - of all things - - thames. Read- 
ing, a popular place name in Amer- 
ica, is generally redding, but 
cdmes out reeding in Michigan, at 
least. 

Michigan's Mikado is very com- 
pletely Americanized to my-kay- 
dough. Bolivar is rhymed with un- 
Spanish Oliver in several states. 
Oregon's Coos is rhymed with 
moose, but New Hampshire's has 
two syllables. Nevada State is 
never ne-vay-da, as are towns in 
Ohio. Missouri, and Iowa. 



Chitons, mu rices, olives, cones, 
snails, clams, tree climbers, lim- 
pets, rock dwellers take your 
choice. 

These and many other kinds of 
shells are found in endless variety 
in the seas, along the coasts, and on 
the land of the globe. Any one 
group, or the shells from any single 
geographical location, can provide 
the alluring material for a lifelong 
hobby, says Rutherford Piatt in 
the National Geographic Magazine 
for July. 

Collectors also specialize in cer- 
tain sizes, Mr. Piatt notes in his 
color-illustrated article, which he 
titles "Shells Take You Over World 
Horizons." 

For example, most of the 100,000 
species of shells so far known and 
named are less than inch across 
and range down to microscopic. In 
the larger brackets, a collection is 
not complete until it has a giant 
clam shell more than big enough to 
bathe the baby in. The largest 
weigh as much as 500 pounds. 

Shells are the products of a group 
of animals so old. scientists say, 
that they were apparently already 
highly developed iti the Paleozoic 
era more than 300 million years 
ago, the earliest time from which 
any kind of animal remains are 
known. 

Warmer waters breed the largest 
numbers of species as well as t In- 
most colorful. But the chilly coasts 
of Maine, Alaska, and Patagonia, 
and the fresh-water streams of 
Labrador and British Columbia 
have their full share of shell-gems. 

Of the two chief categories of 
shells, the univalves ( single-shell- 
ed > far outnumber the bivalves 
( two-shelled 1. The univalve is the 
higher form, having a head with 
mouth, tentacles, and eyes, and is 
an inhabitant of the land and <>f 
trees as well as of fresh and salt 
water. The bivalve is almost ex- 
clusively a sea denizen. 

All mollusks bear a remarkable 
organ called a mantle, an apparent 
pad of animated skin which secretes 
the shell. This shell material is soft 
momentarily when secreted, but it 
quickly hardens, whether under 
water or in the air. to become one 
of the earth's most time-resistant 
materials. It is colored with pig- 
ments made by the lowly creature 
from chemicals in its environment. 

Look at an ocean wave as it 
crashes on the beach, suggests Mr. 
Piatt. As it topples its momentary 
cross section is a logarithmic 
spiral. This same dynamic spiral 
is the fundamental pattern of 
growth of cone, conch, cowry, snail, 
and nautilus shells. 

Because they possess this inherent 
spiraling ability, combined with the 
permanence of their structure when 
built, shells are the most vivid ex- 
amples in all nature of this princi- 
ple of growth. Even though the 
shell spiral is physically station- 
ary, it seems whirling toward an in- , 
finitely greater magnitude. 

In the chambered nautilus, sub- , 
ject of Oliver Wendell Holmes' 
famous poem, spiral growth is so 
perfect that each new coil of its shell 
18 exactly three times the width of 
the coil preceding it. Types of 
terebra increase their coil only one 
and one-quarter times at each com- 
plete turn. California's abilone 
multiplies its coil diameter by ten 
— so fast that the shell never com- 
pletes one revolution. 

Architects and sculptors borrow 
from the snail and the scallop their 
precise and dynamic curves to ani- 
mate marble with the fluidity and 
living beauty which"are the shell 
collector's constant joy.

An expedition of American 
scientists will seek new clues this 
month to the secrets of cosmic ray 
activity at 20-mile altitudes, near 
"the top of the atmosphere," over 
the Canadian outpost settlement of 
Churchill on the shore of Hudson 
Bay. 

The ommg project was an- 
nounced today by the National 
Geographic Society which will 
sponsor the research together with 
the Bartol I:, search Foundation of 
tin- Franklin Institute. Swarth- 
more, Pennsylvania. The National 
Defense Board of Canada is co- 
operating in the undertaking. It 
is part of a continuing program of 
cosmic ray i .-search instituted 
in 1946 by the two sponsors and 
supported by the Air Force and 
the Office of Naval Research. 

A major objective of the exped- 
ition i- to develop experimental 
evidence whether the sun is sur- 
roundod by a constant magnetic 
field similai to that possessed by 
the earth. There is considerable 
scientific controversy on this ~uh- 

ject. 

Test For Theorj 
Mi Martin \. Pomerantz of the 
Bartol Foundation, who will head 
the expedition, believes that a 
study of cosmic ray behavior at 
high altitudes in the Far North 
may lead to the answer for this 
riddle. 

Data pointing to the importance 
of the coining project resulted 
from previous experiments con- 
ducted as far north as 52 degrees 
geomagnetic latitude and at al- 
titudes ,,f 30,000 feet, utilizing 
specially equipped B-29's. The 
geomagnetic latitude of Churchill, 
Manitoba, ; s roughly degrees 
north, I ten degrees greater than 
the more familiar geographic lat- 
itude), and the coming research 

program will b inducted at 

heights in excess of 100,000 feet, 
or more than three times the al- 
titudes possible in the 6-29 tests. 

The theory due for a test is that 
i cosmic rays should increase in in- 
tensity as the North Pole is ap- 
proached, sine,, one is moving 
farther away from the equator 
where the earth's magnetic field is 
the strongest. 

However, if the sun possesses a 
magnetic field of sufficient mag- 
nitude, its effect would he super- 
imposed on that of the earth's 
magnetic field. In that event, the 
intensity of these primary rays 
would remain constant north of a 
particular latitude.

Waning Kays Noted 

Previous research has establish- 
ed that primary cosmic ray par 
tides (those inipinffinr Upon the 
top of the earth's atmosphere i are 
affected by the earth's magnetic 
field when they arrive from an as 
yet undetermined source or sources 
in outer space. In fact, the earth 
acts like ■>. hut".- mass spectograph 
in separating particles of different 
■ energies. 

This phenomenon gives rise to 
what is called the latitude effect 
As one proceeds toward the equa- 
tor. strongest zone in the earth's 
magnetic field, the rate at which 
cosmic particles arrive is observed 
to diminish. This is caused by the 
exclusion of rays of lower enertry

FELLS FIRE DRIVEN IN DEB 
GROUND 



Winchester ...i-mcn who had as- 
sisted the Metropolitan District 
Commission crews since last Fri- 
day in fighting the big fire in the 
Fells around the Sheep Fold be- 
tween the Middle and North reser- 
voirs were finally ordered to re- 
turn to quarters Wednesday.

What is my conception "!' my 
profession? What is yours 1 Is it 
l.!g enough', and comprehensive en- 
ough to bring real progress ? Do 
! see my true !"!■■ and the true role 
of the public school"! With an op- 
portunity and a challenge like that, 
can I help being proud <>f the title 

Teacher? 

Anothei concept that I am con- 
cerned with is that of the Ameri- 
can way of life. If I am t.> be a 
good teacher, I should have a good 
concept of what this means, What 
is my concept of the American way 
of life? Several ideas go to make 
this iip. 

The great American word is 
freedom, not license, not dicta- 
tion, and as 1 see it. this word free- 
dom implies a sense of duty, of re- 
sponsibility, of achievement. It's 
a thing that has to be earned. It 
means freedom of thought, of 
speech, and of assembly. "Asserting 
the dignity of man. and of every 
man, America has proclaimed and 
protected the freedom to differ." 
Each man is supposed t.> think for 
himself. "Difference. disagree- 
ment, discussion decided by demo- 
cratic processes are required to 
bring out the best in citizens. ' 
The idea of freedom is basic, but 
it is being misused, misinterpreted 
and misdirected. The schools must 
try to teach it as a thing to be won. 
not given. 

In contrast to this idea of free- 
dom is the idea of despotism. We 
don't like to hear that word, hut 
it is a very real danger today. 
Despotism is the arbitrary and un- 
controlled exercise of power over 
the lives of men. It is the control- 
ling idea and belief of Fascists. 
Nazis. Falangists, as well as Com- 
munists. Perhaps we owe a debt of 
gratitude to Stalin and his cohorts 
for dramatizing and objectifying 
the dangers of despotism in a big- 
ger and more vivid way than any- 
one else. The mentality which says 
it alone knows what is right and 
wise for people is the dictator 
mentality. It is to be feared and 
fought against bitterly; it is un- 
American in every sense of the 
word. 

Freedom is basic in my concept 
of the American way of life. 

Vision, foresight, recognition of 
trends and changes are character- 
istics of the American way. To 
hear some people talk, you would 
think the American way of life 
consisted of unanimous tribal self- 
adoration. We can brook no op- 
position. Today there are witch 
hunts, ant) un-American commit- 
tees whose mottoes seem to be: 
"down with criticism, down with 
protests, d.nvn with unpopular 
opinions, down with independent 
thought " Toynbee in his Study 
of History gives as one of the 
causes for the defeat or death of a 
civilization the fact that a people

becomes so obsessed in their wor- 
ihip of tradition, of a past accom- 
plishment, of a technique that they 
remain biind to new conditions until 
they are on the brink of disaster. 
Tl ,'• only way to fight an idea is 
to have a better idea. You can't 
g'hoot > l - If youi idea isn't good 
in a crisis, it isn't any good. 

Th" whole theory of our govern- 
ment is a theory of peaceful 
change. Many of the changes that 
Marx and Ehgels demand in the 
Communist Manifesto have taken 
place in this country and they have 
cine without communism, with- 
out dictatorship, and without revo- 
lution. Some people seem to abhor 
the thought that they might be 
believing in something the com- 
munists do. Would we be so blind 
as to renounce everything on which 
we might find ourselves agree- 
ing'.' The Communist Manifesto 
demands free education for all. 
Are we therefore, to recant and re- 
nounce the American doctrine of 
free education for all? Such an 
attitude of mind is a very serious 
threat to the ideals on which this 
government was founded. 

What would the F. B. I. say of 
Thomas Jefferson, who in his First 
Inaugural said. "If there be any 
among us who wish to dissolve this 
union, or change its republican 
form, let them stand undisturbed. 
, as monuments of the safety with 
which error of opinion may be 
tolerated where reason is left free 
to combat it'.'" 

Whenever a nation becomes 
afraid of criticisms or comparisons, 
then it is really time to be afraid. 

Vision and foresight, not sup- 
pression and medievalism, are im- 
portant parts in my concept of the 
American way of life. 

Former President Franklin 
. Roosevelt dreamed of a nation of 
Freedoms. One of those was Free- 
dom from Fear. But in my con- 
cept of the American Way, I would 
wish to include a certain kind of 
fear, and it is a very real fear. 
If we would keep this nation 
on its true course, we must 
keep alive a fear of stupid- 
ity, of injustice, of dictatorship, 
of being afraid of being unpopular. 
There are too many of us today not 
writing, talking, voting our honest 
convictions for fear of being un- 
popular, of being called intolerant, 
of being called un-American. Quite 
often stupidity and injustice are 
going unchallenged because no one 
dares to speak against them. Some 
of the methods being used today to 
I persecute people into conformity 
| are little better than the F.uropean 
: purges and pogroms. Today we do , 
not execute a man or throw him 
in jail because he is supposed to ! 
diffei with the official dogma, 
(jut we do assassinate his charac- 
ter or throw him out of work. 

A very real fear of stupidity, 
. !' injustice, of dictatorship is a 
part of my concept of the Ameri- 
can way. 

The dignity and worth of labor 
are basic to my concept also. Work 
is a very unpopular word anymore. 
Too often, public office is no long- 
er considered a public trust, and 
the government is not only an em- 
ployer to be exploited, but a muni- 
| ficent Santa ClaUS who has end- 
loss dollars to be squandered on 
counts and no-accounts at home, as 
well as abroad*- The final contest 
in America may he one between 
declining ignorance and increas- 
ing appetite, even if there is in- 
telligent and courageous partici- 
pation by men and women of ade- 
quate education. The more power- 
ful and inclusive government be-

"Millions want to drink milk with- 
out feeding the cow." 

Man has to work, and being un- 
employed has consequences far be- 
yond those of a merely physical 
nature. Work is not only a means 
of procuring a livelihood; it is a 
mental and moral necessity. It 
saves one from the torture of use- 
lessness, aloncness and boredom; 
it gives life regularity and order; 
it gives a feeling of dignity. 
"Work connects man with his 
neighbors, it incorporates him with 
objective and super-personal fel- 
lowships without forcing him to 
surrender his Self. Rather the 
individual Self is realized in that 
way. For only through spontane- 
ous activity can he attach himself 
to abiding values; without work be- 
ing possible all converse about ! 
human ethics and sympathy is just 
idle talk and a frivolity." 

"If an unemployed person is ask- 
ed whether he would give up our 
Bill of Rights for a decent job, he 
might choose the latter, though he 
would soon learn that there is no 
real satisfaction from work done 
in a slave atmosphere. No just 80- 
Cietv can expose a man to the 
crucial choice between work and 
the birthright of freedom; a so- 
ciety which does so is neither demo- 
cratic nor free, even though it may 
pretend to he so." 

Somehow and in some way. we 
in the schools must help restore 
the dignity and worth of labor. 

Respect for property and the I 
rights of others is an essential 
also. In recent years, the term of 
landlord has become almost an 
obscenity. Property, whether 
public or private, is nothing to be 
respected. The other fellow doesn't 
count. It is amazing and appall- 1 
to see how many of us have no 
regard for the little common court- 
esies, of how callous and careless 
we are concerning the rights and 
feelings of others. Whether it's 
the property of the railroad, the 
town, or the next door neighbor; 
whether it's an elderly stranger, 
a fellow worker, or a close relative, 
our pupils all too often show an 
utter lack of regard for the so-call- 
ed homely virtues, and so do we 
adults. Quite often we sense a 
feeling of antagonism toward any- 
thing and everything. School and 
home must work together closely 
to try to restore these traits so 
essential to our American way of 
life. 

Respect for property and the 
rights of others is very important 
in my concept. 

Two basic concepts. One con- 
cerns me and my work; the other 
is the society in which I find my- 
self. It is my hope that, as we 
start another year, each and all of 
us will be on strong ground and as 
we go forth to teach may it be our 
iroal to emulate figuratively, the 
Master Teacher, who was able: 

To make the blind to see; 
and the lame to walk; 
and the deaf to hear

We are indebted to Mrs. George 
H. Hamilton of this town for the 
following extract from the Wilton 
(N. H.I Journal of August 25, It 1 
is of interest to us here in Win- 
chester through historical sen- 
timent. The Journal, in its ac- 
count of the "Old Home Week" at 
Wilton, gives an interesting ac- 
count of the firemen's demonstra- 
tion, and has this to say: 

"The demonstration of the Old 
Excelsior was then Riven by the 
fire department. The firemen 
claim this would have been better 
if they had had a well or cistern 
to have pumped from. Old Excel- 
sior is one of our oldest relics of 
the town and many people feel 
that it should always be preserved 
in memory of the many firemen 
who have set such a fine example 
for the younger generation. Old 
Excelsior was built in 1851 origin- 
ally for the City of Winchester, 
Mass. Wilton purchased it around 
1870. 

"Engine Company No. 1 for the 
Old Excelsior was organized in 
1873. This past week a Mr. Reed 
of South Weymouth, Mass., who is 
a collector of old hand tubs and 
old firemen relics, found a badge of 
wilton's which was borne in some 
old muster. He sent it to Warren 
Foster, who in turn passed it over 
to Michael Shea, who was one of 
the members of the old Excelsior 
company. Michael Shea has pre- 
sented it to the fire department to 
be put in the glass case with the 
old trumpet."

WARNS ON FIRE 
EXTINGUISHERS 



Kditoi of the Star: 

I would like to haw the follow- 
ing notice inserted in the Winches- 
ter Star relative to unsafe l'i gal- 
lon fire extinguishers that have 
been brought to my attention by 
the State Fire Marshall. 
Unsafe 1 1 4 Gallon Soda and Acid 
Fire Extinguishers 
The State Fire Marshall conduct- 
ed an investigation recently into 
the death of a man in Brockton 
who was killed when attempting to 
use a 1 '* gallon fire extinguisher. 
The investigation revealed the ex- 
tinguisher he used had charging 
instructions for a gallon type 
(twice the size of the one used). 
The overcharge of soda and acid 
resulted in an explosion of the ex- 
tinguisher upon its attempted use. 

The imprinted material on these 
extinguishers is as follows: 
National Standard 
For Fire. Turn Bottom Up. 
To Stop. Turn Back. 
Charging and care directions: 
Fill tank with water to charg- 
ing line inside. Add 1 'i- ll>s. 
bicarbonate of soda. Screw 
cover on and shake well to dis- 
solve. Remove cover and place 
bottle half full of sulphuric 
acid -1 fluid ounces, in cage. 
Screw cover on tight. When 
used, empty entirely, clean 
thoroughly, and recharge an- 
nually. Record same on card 
attached. Protect from Freez- 
ing. 

The above instructions are suit- 
able frTi a 2V4 gallon extinguisher 
and will result in a double charge 
in these l 1 , gallon extinguishers. 

These extinguishers were manu- 
factured in Boston and several 
hundred sold prior to 193(5.

NEW GREGG AT UNIVERSITY 
SECRETARIAL SCHOOL 



The New Simplified Gregg 
Shorthand will be introduced this 
fall at the University Secretarial I 
School in both the day and evening 
classes. The fall term will open 
on Monday, September 

Many graduates from local 
high schools have registered for 
the shorthand classes. Under the 
new system, theory principles are 

reduced permitting the learner to 

write with greater ease and converting this structure into 
fluency. 

A number of students from Win- 
chester have enrolled in both the 
day and evening divisions. The 
location of the school in Harvard 
Square is particularly convenient 
for those who are interested in 
evening classes in shorthand and 
typewriting. 



It should be clearly understood 
that any conclusions which have 
been reached so far are strictly ten- 
tative, that this report is intended 
to be largely a statement of some 
of the problems involved with the 
purpose of promoting general con- 
sideration and solicitation of sug- 
gestions and that the Committee 
has made no final decisions as yet. 

The nearest to an exception to 
the foregoing statement is the be- 
lief that the present facilities for 
the Seventh to Twelfth grades 
must be enlarged and improved. 
The Committee has been studying 
the question of the probable num- 
ber of future pupils, and although 
such figures cannot be forecast 
with complete accuracy, all of the 
evidence points to substantially 
increased school populations with- 
in the next few years, particularly 
in the higher grades; In addition, 
the present structures are not now 
satisfactory for their current use, 
the Senior High building being es- 
pecially inadequate. It seems 
clear that some kind of new High 
or Junior High facilities (or both) 
must he provided in the very neat' 
future. 

In determining new school facil- 
ities, the first question raised was 
whether the six upper grades were 
to he divided "three-three" or 
"two-four". Under the present 
arrangement, the seventh and 
eighth grades are together in Ju- 
nior High School, and the ninth, 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth grades 
comprise the Senior High School, 
although the ninth grade occupies 
the Wadleigh building. Also, the 
two schools share certain joint fac- 
ilities. The School Committee and 
the School Administration recom- 
mend the grouping of seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades in Junior 
High School, with a three year 
Senior High school. The Building 
Committee accordingly began its, 
thinking along these lines. 

Another question to be solved is 
whether to have certain facilities, 
such as the assembly hall, cafeteria 1 
and playgrounds for the joint use 
of both schools, or whether to make ! 
each school entirely self-suffic- 
ient. The former plan would, of 
course, necessitate locating the 
schools close together, preferably 
on the same plot. Separation of 
the Junior and Senior High Schools 
geographically and the making 
of each school self-sufficient as to 
facilities appears to be desirable 
from educational and administra- 
tive standpoints. With the fore- 
going in mind, a number of alter- 
natives present themselves. 

1. There is the possibility of 
enlarging and improving the pre- 
sent buildings. This is probably 
feasible in the case of the Junior 
High School, but questions have 
been raised as to the wisdom of 
putting substantial amounts of 
money into the present Senior 
High building. The Committee has 
considered the age of the building, 

1 its condition, and its somewhat 
i undesirable location for a school 
since it is between two busy, noisy- 
streets. 

2. There is the possibility of

addition to the present Junior High 
building to make it a four-year 
Senior High School. The addition 
would have to be very extensive in 
such case. 

0. There is the possibility of en- 
larging the Junior High School 
building to accommodate the ex- 
pected school population (either 
for a two or three year course), 
and constructing a Senior High 
(either four-or three year, as the 
case may be I on the present loca- 
tion or elsewhere. 

1. The present Junior High 
building might be enlarged and 
converted into a Senior High foi 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth grades, 
and a new three-year Junior High 
School constructed. 

Other solutions have been con- 
sidered and still others may occur 
to the reader. 

The question of a site for a new 
school, if there is to be one, has 
been the subject of consideration 
and discussion. Several possibili- 
ties have been suggested, includ- 
ing the former (linn Estate, the 
Shore Road field, the former Skil- 
limrs property, additional land ad 
jacent to the Junior High School 
property, and the land between 
Palmer Street and Wedge Pond, 
adjacent to Palmer Playground. 
It should be noted that enlarging 
the present buildings would not 
solve the problem of acquiring ad- 
ditional land. An addition to the 
Senior High would necessitate tak- 
ing property along Main and Wash- 
ington streets, and the substantial 
enlargement of the Junior High 
Building might cause encroachment 
on the athletic fields to such an ex- 
tent that more land at the south 
end of Manchester Field would be 
needed. 

The above are some of the ques- 
tions which are confronting the 
Committee and have had consider- 
ation. The thoughts of the Town 
are earnestly solicited. The Com- 
mittee will welcome suggestions 
from interested citizens on any 
phase of the problem. Suggestions 
may he made to any member of the 
Committee listed above, or sent 
in writing to the Chairman.

President Truman's Board 
Condemns Strike 

There is an established legal method for 
handling disputes involving existing writ- 
ten contracts— just as there is such a 
method of settling any contract dispute 
which you may have in your daily life. 

The President of the United States ap- 
pointed a Fact Finding Board to investi- 
gate and adjust the Missouri Pacific dis- 
pute. This Board reported, in part, as 
follows: 

"...it is wits a deep sense of regret that we 
sre obliged to report the failure of our mis- 
sion. It teems inconceivable to as that a 
coercive strike should occur on one of the 
Sanaa's major transportation systems, with 
si of the looses and hardships that would 
follow, la riew of the fact that the Railway 
Labor Act provides an orderly, efficient and 
complete remedy for the fair and jut set- 
tic ment of the matters in dispute. Griev- 
ances of the character here under discussion 
sre se numerous and of such frequent occur- 
rence on all railroads that the general adop- 
tion of the policy pursued by the organiza- 
tions in thia case would soon result in the

Provisions ot the L,aw which 
are Disregarded 

There are five ways under the Railway 
\j» bor Act to settle disputes over the mean- 
ing of contracts: 

1— Decision by National Railroad Ad- 
justment Board. 

2— Decision by System Adjustment 
Board for the specific railroad. 

3— Decision by arbitration. 

4— Decision by neutral referee. 

5— Decision by courts. 

The Missouri Pacific Railroad lias been 
and is entirely willing to have these dis- 
putes settled in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the Railway Labor Act. 
Regardless of this fact, the union leaders 
have shut down that railroad. 

Innocent bystanders Suffer 
Losses and Hardships 

There are about 5,000 engineers, firemen, 
conductors and trainmen on the Missouri 
Pacific They are known as "operating" 
employes, and are the most highly paid of 
all employes on the nation's railroads, but 
their strike action has resulted in the loss 
of work to 22,500 other employes of the 
Missouri Pacific. In addition, they have 
imposed great inconvenience and hard- 
ship upon the public and the communities 
served by that railroad. 

The Railway Labor Act waa designed 
to protect the public against just such in- 
terruptions of commerce. 

I f these men will not comply with the provisions 
of the law for the settlement of such disputes, 
then all thinking Americans must face the ques- 
tion.

Gordon Parker of 7 Ledgewood 
road, president of the Parkwood 
Corporation of Wakefield and 
widely known in Winchester where 
his family has been prominent 
civically and socially for many 
years, died Friday.

His earliest business experience 
was with the Palmer & Parker Co., 
of Charlestown, dealers in mahog- 
any, of which he became vice- 
president. In 1937 he established 
the Parkwood Corporation, manu- 
facturers of laminated compressed i 
veneers, of which he was president. 
He was a member of the First Con- | 
gregational Church which he had 
served in various capacities, hav- | 
ing been both treasurer and chair- 
man of the Prudential Committee.
